RE: Review of the City of Huron’s Draft Housing Element

Thank you for submitting the City of Huron’s draft housing element received for review on
December 13, 2004 and providing revisions received between January and February, 2005. The
Department is required to review draft housing elements and report the findings to the locality
pursuant to Government Code Section 65585(b). A telephone conversation on January 24, 2005
with you, Ms. Anita Chaperino, Planning Technician and the City’s consultants, Mr. Greg Martin
and Ms. Carri Diltz, facilitated the review.

The Department is pleased to find the draft housing element, with all supplemental revisions,
addresses the statutory requirements in State housing element law. The element will be in full
compliance with the law (Article 10.6 of the Government Code), when adopted with all revisions
and submitted to this Department for review pursuant to Government Code Section 65585(Q).

The City is commended for taking steps to address the unique land-use and housing development
challenges in its community. Programs 1.1.4 and 1.2.3, to rezone sufficient land early in the
planning period will provide opportunities to facilitate and accommodate the regional housing need
for all housing types, in particular housing to accommodate lower-income households and migrant
and permanent farmworkers. Also, updating zoning ordinances for the City’s commercial land
(C-1 and C-4 zones) to include mixed-use and high density development will ensure additional
future development capacity, and provide zones for emergency and transitional housing.

The Department is pleased to report, as a result of the approval of Proposition 46, a historic

increase in funds available, on a competitive basis, through the Department to assist in addressing
housing and community development needs. A copy of the Department’s publication Loan and
Grant Program Directory, has been enclosed for your assistance. Also, the information on these
programs, including Notices of Funding Availability (NOFA), is posted on the Department’s website
www.hcd.ca.gov.
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The Department looks forward to receiving the City’s adopted housing element. If we can be of
further assistance, or have any questions, please contact Rita Levy, of our staff, at (916) 324-9629.
